The average citizen has confidence in the 
over-all justice as dispensed in our courts, even 
though personal involvement may temporarily 
cloud judgment of an individual.

However, whenever a case is appealed, de- 

ions come so late that “justice” as finally de- 

cided, is a hollow advantage, and actually de- 
feats justice by it's untimeliness. 


To remedy this, three years ago District Ap- 
pellate Courts were authorized, and have speed- 
ed up decisions on 4,286 cases of 5,389 filed. The 
dockets are crowded, however, and some further 
relief must be had. 


This relief is provided in proposed amend- 
ment No. 1 to the constitution to be voted on 
in coming general election of November 8th, pro- 
viding for additional judges on the court of Ap- 
peals.

Look To Your Loans 
Cheapest $$'s Available 

World War II Veterans have 
two more years in which to ob- 
tain Veterans Administration 
Guaranteed Home, Farm and 
Business loans as.the result of 
a Bill signed into law July 14, 
1960, by the President. 

Under this same law, both 
World War II and Korean Con- 
flict veterans can continue to: 
apply for direct loans from the, 
Federal Government if they live 
in designated rural areas where 
GI Loans are not obtainable 
from the local lending institu- 
tions. 

The new law authorizes Trea- 
sury Department advances of 
$150 million in each of the next 
two years of this Direct Loan 
Extension Program. New expir- 
ation date for the Guaranteed 
Loan Program for World War 
II Veterans and for the Direct 
Loan Program for both World 
War II and Korean Veterans is 
July 25, 1962. The prior dead- 
line for both programs was July 
25, 1960. 

While both World War II and 
Korean veterans may now ap- 
ply for direct loans through 
July 25, 1968, Korean veterans 
may continue to seek VA-Guar- 
anteed Loans through January 
31, 1965, through previous leg- 
islation. 

The GI Loan interest rate of 
514 percent remains unchanged 
by the new law, 

Another provision will allow 
the VA to guarantee a loan so 
long as the application is re- 
ceived prior to the new termin- 
al date. Formerly, the law pro- 
vided VA had one year in which 
io issue its evidence of guar- 
anty. This amendment will al- 
low the guaranty of loans sub- 
mitted before the terminal date 
when because of title problems, 
delays in construction, or other 
reasons the loan cannot be com- 
pleted within one year.

Now that we have seen what 
has happened in the way of sug- 
ar legislation, let us take a look 
at the present sugar situation 
and the events that led up to 
it, 

The initial consumptive esti- 
mate for 1960, was 9,400,000 
tons. This, incidentally, was a 
reasonable estimate as it is ex- 
pected that the United States 
consumption for this year will 
be in the neighborhood of 9, 300, 
000 tons. 

On July 6, immediately upon 
signing the Sugar Act extension 
into law, the President issued 
a proclamation setting Cuba’ 
quota for this year at 2,419,655 
tons — a cut of 700,000 tons 
from her quota under the 9, 
400,000 ton estimate. 

During the next four weeks, 
the Department of Agriculture 
issued a number of directives— 
some of which were most con- 
fusing to those of us in the sugar 
industry. The President had ap - 
parently given the Department 
of State a "say" in the re-al- 
location of the Cuban cut and 
this probably accounted for 
some of the confusing directives 
that came forth. The first thing 
the Department of Agriculture 
did was to increase the con- 
sumptive estimate to 9,600,000 
tons. This added about 140,000 
tons of sugar that could be mar- 
keted in the United States. As 
Cuba would have gotten some 
59,000 tons of additional quota, 
this now made Cuba's cut a 
total of over 759,000 tons. Next, 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
prorated quota deficits from 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico, and the 
Virgin Islands, to the Domestic 
[beet area and Mainland cane 
area. Finally, on July 14, the 
Department allocated approxi- 
mately 137,000 tons of the Cu- 
ban cut — 110,000 tons to the 
Plhlippines, and the remainder 
to the five small foreign coun- 
tries with quotas of less than 
10,000 tons each. Then the next 
day, the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture increased the consumptive 
estimate to 10,000,000 ` tons. 
Since none of the Domestic 
areas could meet even their pre- 
sent quota, this action served to 
add some 61,000 tons of sugar 
from offshore areas. As these 
areas were also supposed to get 
the re-allocated Cuban cut, it 
is difficult to understand the 
reason for this unrealistic in- 
crease in the consumption esi 
mate. Then on July 21, the Gor 
ernment announced the re-al- 
location of some 617,000 tons 
of the Cuban cut, making the 
total allocated over 754,000 tons. 

In making this re-allocation, 
{the Government followed the 
{provisions of the Sugar Act ex- 
i tension, with the exception that 
the Dominican Republic got no 
part of the more than 321,000 
tons to which it was entitled, 
and Mexica got several thou- 
sand tons more than it was en- 
titled to. 

On August 1, the Secretary 
increased the consumptive esti- 
mate to the ridiculous figure of 
, 10,400,000 tons. Finally, on Aug- 
ust 2, another 123,000 tons of 
the Cuban cut was re-allocat- 
ed, with none going to the Dom- 
inican Republic. 

As it now stands, a total of 
9,842,000 tons of sugar is al- 
located. However, as Domestic 
beets and Mainland cane will be

While the Senate 
agreed to this, the House refus- 
and Congress adjourned, 
with no additional sugar legis- 

jon, It now remains to be 


on will take. Under the 
the Dominican Republic is 
entitled to some 321,000 tons of 
additional quota — their share 
of the Cuban cut. Unfortunate- 
ly for the Domestic sugar in- 
dustry, this sugar has already 
been allocated to other foreign 
countries. Therefore, if the Dom- 
nican Republic is given this ad- 
ditional quota, there will be 
more sugar made available then 
is warrented by the anticipat- 
ed consumption this year. This 
will, in effect, depress the price 
of raw sugar. 

This brings me to a subject 
that means as much, if not more, 
to the American sugar producer, 
than the possibility of increases 
in quotas — and that is the price 
of sugar. 

You will recall that I quot- 
ed from the Sugar Act to the 
effect that the Secretary of 
Agriculture is charged with the 
responsibility of maintaining 
and protecting the welfare of 
the Domestic sugar industry, as 
well as that of consumers of 
sugar. To those of us in the sug- 
ar industry, it seems that only 
the welfare of the consumer has 
been considered. When price 
controls were removed in 1947, 
the price of raw sugar was 6.32c 
per pound. The average price of 
raw sugar for last year, 1959, 
was 6.24c per pound 
sing 1950 as the base year, 
the average price of raw sugar 
for 1959 increased about 5 per- 
cent over the ten-year period. 
During this same time, typical 
items of equipment that we use, 
such as tractors, trucks, and cul- 
tivators, have increased from 
55 percent to 89 percent. Typi- 
cal materials that we use, such 
as valves, copper tubes, welding 
rods, and pipe have gone up 
from 50 percent to 85 percent. 
Our minimum wage rate 
agriculture workers, which 
cidentally is set b;

Caught in this squeeze be- 
tween a level price for our pro- 
duct and ever increasing costs, 
you might well ask — how does 
the Domestic sugar industry 
survive? I can answer this by 
saying that a large part of it 
is on the ropes — and, unless 
e price of raw sugar is al- 
lowed to rise, there is grave 
danger that Hawaii, Louisian, 
and Puerto Rico will crease to 
be major sdgar producing areas. 
For example, last y with 
total sales of about 1,000,000 
tons of sugar, the Hawaiian sug- 
ar sugar industry had a com- 
bined loss of $3,000,000 on their 
sugar operation. Many mills in 
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Louisiana are barely breaking 

even. Many in Puerto Rico are 

losing money. We recently 

ed Puerto Rico to investigate the , 

possibility of buying a used sug- ^ 

ar mill.
